What I have said concerning asthma 
is equally pertinent to hay fever.

If you get it, you 
will find that asthma yields just as do 
most of the other diseases. 


Fibroid Tumor and Cancer 


Q.: Will you please differentiate be- 
tween cancer and fibroid tumor? 

A.: The easiest way to answer this 
question is to place all growths into two 
distinct categories, that is, malignant 
and nonmalignant. 

In the nonmalignant group we have, 
for instance, the fatty tumor and the 
fibroid tumor which may be present in 
practically any area of the body. Asa 
rule, fibroid tumor comes on with the 
menopause or change of life period. 

The only danger at that time is the 
danger of hemorrhage. If this can be 
averted, and in most cases it can, the’ 
chances are that it will pass off into old 
age as a harmless, insignificant growth, 
having no detrimental effects on life. 

Many seem to believe that a fibroid 
tumor may easily be converted into a 
cancer. Although I do not doubt but

The other day an item in the news- 
paper arrested my attention. It stated 
that more “drunks” were arrested dur- 
ing a certain period of this year than 
at any period before prohibition. 


I do not care to argue one way or 
another on the whole prohibition ques- 
tion. As a physiologist, I believe I could 
do greater good by impressing you with 
the effects of alcohol rather than with 
the morals involved in the entire ques- 
tion. This I shall leave to our minis- 
terial friends.

the practice éxcept in so far as we are 
immoral when we abuse our bodies in 
any sense. From the same aspect, our 
“goody-goody” people are immoral when 
they overeat on the refined sweets, the 
starches, and so forth. | 

However, to get back to the problem 
of alcohol. 

Its effects have been definitely proved 
beyond a shadow of doubt. 

It evidences itself in three distinct 
forms: 

First, as a narcotic depressant, para- 
lyzing, either partially or completely, 
the nerve centers of intelligence, co-or- 
dinative action and similar activities. 


Its effect is cumulative. 


Its second effect is as & tissue poison 
in which we find fibrous changes tak- 
ing’ place in the nerves, in the blood 
vessels and in the special senses, par- 
ticularly in the eyes. 

It does not take long before these vital 
functions break down—hardening of the 
arteries, hardening of the liver, degen- 
erative changes in the crystalline lens 
of the eye, fibrous changes in the tym- 
panic membrane in the ear, and splenic 
enlargement. 

These are but a few of the general 
systemic reactions that occur from over- 
indulgence in liquors.
